DKNVKR, COL., July 1.—Reports from

THB BODY FOUND. 


Remains of Frank Robeoon In 


Charge of the Coroner at Last. 


After being in the water three daye 


lacking three hoars and a halt, the body 
of I-rank Robeeon, the Review printer, 
drowned in the Sangamon above Maffit'0 
bridge on Sunday forenoon, at 10:30, wai 
found at the Allen bend, by Peter Welsh, 
at 7 o'clock this morning. Welsh had 
gone to the river early in search ot the 
remain?. He looked among the drift 
wood near the left bank ot the river at 
tho bend, and saw the body floating near 
the Rurface. The news of the discovery 
was at once sent by telephone from D. A. 
Maffit's residence to Coroner Perl, who 
went to the river in his wagon and 
brought tbe remains to his office. The 
bodv was badly decomposed and swollen 
and it wns no nice job to handle the bal- 
ky corpse. The face was blackened, ae 
was also the remainder of the body. The 
inquest will be held this afternoon%t the 
Coroner's office. 


On Sunday a reward of $20 was offered 


for the discovery of the body, bat it was 
withdrawn on Monday. About 840 was 
spent in the search, many charges of the 
Reece giant powder being exploded near 
the point where Welsh fonnd Robeson 
this morning. No doubt Welsh will re- 
ceive a sum of money for his time and 
trouble, to be raised by subscription. 
Tho body was found nearly three-quar- 
ters of a mile from where it sank the last 
time, being carried down the stream by 
the strong current. 


A uiose Call. 


Yesterday forenoon Levi Towl, a farmer 


living northwest of the city, had a close 
call for his life at Archer & Looher's 
warehouse, on East Cerro Gordo street 
Mr. Towl had driven there in bis wagon 
to get a plow, when a narrow gauge street 
oar cn.ice along and frightened his team. 
The team made a sudden plunge, throw- 
ing Mr. Towl out on tbe ground partly 
between the wagon and street car, his 
head lying within a very short distance 
of the moving oar. Fortunately the car 
stopped, or Mr. Towl would have been 
killed outright. Mr. Archer says tho 
sight oiused his blood to chill.

Towl wagon was badly broken by the col- 
lision, n runaway being prevented by the 
car wedging the wagon and team against 
the warehouse platform. There is barely 
space enough between the track and the 
platform for a wagon to stand.

Sharpers Who Fler.oe the Innocent anil 


Gull lha Guilty. 


"The slickest piece of work in the 


way of ft fraud conducted through the 
mails that has come to my attention 
recently," rermirked Chief Inspector 
Sharp of the Post-office Department, 
"la what we call tho bogus medicine 
dodf^e. 
The ingenious author of this 


scheme now languishes in jail, but, at 
the same time, ho showed himself to ho 
a man of no mean order of ability. 
His plan was to send out circulars 
announcing a great cure for catarrh, 
which was discovered by himself after 
many years of study and investigation. 
Ho then proceeds to give, without cost, 
the prescription for this 
\vonderful 


medicine and enumerates twelve in- 
gredients which enter into its cooipo- 
bition. At tho end of the circular is 
a note which states that if the druggist 
does not happen to havo all thc^o in- 
gredients tho prescription will be filled 
and forwarded upon the receipt ot 
threo dollars. The person rece.ving 
the circular and desirous of trying the 
remedy takes tho prescription to the 
drug store, but is told by tho druggist 
that he has threo of the ingredients, 
but not the other nine. 
Ho looks 


through his book, but fails to liud C - N C I I 
their names, and so, of course, he is 
unable to furnish the desired medicine. 
The discoverer of the remedy is ap- 
plied to, and if the three dollars has 
been furnished a bottle of some mix- 
ture is sent on, which, ot coursi-, i- 
entirely worthless. 


"That is one plia^e of tho case," con- 


tinued the inspector 
"Now the man 


prepares and causes to bo published in 
some paper in New York city an 
artielo about the prominent doctors of 
New York city, wilh a porlra.t of each 
and a rketch giving oorne account 'o{ 
tho life and services of ea<:h. 
All (ho 


men mentioned are boua fide doctors, 
the leading men in the profession, 
with 
the 
exceptian 
of 
a 
man 


whose name is, say, Dr. Hart. He 
is 
unknown, 
but 
tho 
sketch 


slates 
that 
he left a prarlico ot 


twenty-live thousand dollars per year 
to devoU1 himself to tlii practice of his 
specialty — catarih. Tho bogus medi- 
cine man then procures :i largo num- 
ber of copies o! this paper, ami, mark- 
ing tho picture ot Dr. Hart iu;d tho 
sketch, sends copies, together with the 
circular, broadcast throughout the 
countiy. 
In consequence bo receives 


an immense rua;l, and largo numbers 
of money orders and registered letters. 
After tho Postmaster Ccnoral had di- 
rected that no moro money orders and 
registered letters should be delivered to 
Dr. Hart, three thousand dollars accu- 
mulated in tho Brooklyn post-ollico 
that had been sen I to Lbn. 
\Yhen an 


attempt: wns m.ido to iind Dr. Hart, 
of course no such a man could lie dis- 
covered; but a sign over the door at 
the advertised number was found, and 
that was all. A Dr. Jviwrenfo occu- 
pied the same room", and to him the 
mail was delivered, and when he wa.s 
told tho letters could not be given lo 
him, 
as he was not Dr. Harr, Iio went 


off ni.d got a power of attorney by 
which Dr. Hart uuthoriiod him to re- 
ceive the mail. About this tuno, how- 
ever, tho ofTieer.s camo in and relieved 
him of further annoyance ubout his 
mail matter. 
This samo man was 


managing some other scheme under 
the name of Lawrence, while his real 
nunio was Connolly, lie must have 
made a groat deal of money, as one ol 
the witnesses in the trial teslilicd that 
ho had boon oD'ered two thousand dol- 
lars to peisonatc Dr. Hart."

He does not 
olTor to forward the counterfeit money, 
but invites persons to visit him and in- 
spect his stock and buy what they wish. 
\YTien the visitor arrives the operator 
lias a large quantity of good bills, 
whioh he shows him and allows him to 
examine. In order, however, to avoid 
outside Interference, the visitor is taken 
off in tho woods, where tho business 
proceeds. 
The operator produces his 


money and tho visitor examines it and 
determines how much he will take nud 
what price to bo paid. Just as they 
are about to close the transaction sud- 
denly two men emerge from the bushes, 
announce themselves as detectives, and 
proceed to place them under arrest. 
The detectives do not fail to take all 
the money from both the men. As 
they are about to inarch them oil' to tho 
town, the operator obtains permission 
to speak privately with the victim. 
He 


asks him how much moro money ho 
has than what he was going to use in 
the transaction, and if he has more, he 
advises that they had better try and 
buy off the detectiyes, for if they don't 
they will both land in the penitentiary. 
The victim is ready to pay anvthiug to 
get out of tho grasp of "the supposed 
representatives of the law, and eagerly 
agrees to contribute to a fund to pay 
the detectives. The latter, of course, 
accept the bribe, and, pocketing all the 
money, disappear. The victim gets 
away as fast &» possible, and goes homo 
and never says a word about his fos*w

THE 
HORSE. 


How This Useful Animal Should bo Treated 


in Summer. 


Wo believe in shade, as frequently 


said, even for cows. A contemporary, 
however, says in answer to that posi- 
tion that wo take no pains to protect 
other animals from the heat of tho sun, 
and consequently can not see why WT 
should protect the cow. 
Wo guess ou" 


contemporary is pretty nearly right 
about tho common neglect to protect 
other animals, tho horso especially. 
But because we .lo or do not do a thing 
is not necessarily conclusive as to its 
merit. 
The horse ought to receive- as 


much protection as it is possible to givo 
him. Somo farmers when tho weather 
is exceedingly hot begin to work very 
early iu tho morning and quit during 
tho hottest part of tho day, beginning 
ao-ain toward night. This may not be 
always practical, but when it is, it is 
alwavs prolitable. There is one thing. 
however, that everybody may do to 
add to the comfort of the horse, and to 
o-uard against the danger of brain 
alTection. 
Tho 
horse's 
head may 


bo covered 
with a shwio. 
There 


are shades maito for this especial 
purpose, 
and 
they 
cost 
very 


little, 
nnd when they are fastened 


to tho head they prove a very great 
blessing. It is a great wonder that 
while horses are exposed day after day 
to broiling suns, whose rays boat right 
down upon tho brain; there ia notmoro 
disability than there is. Then the usual 
precautions about watering and feed- 


ino-_which everybody understands— 
should bo carefully observed. 
Neither 


give a horso much water or feed him 
when very warm. Lot tho animal stand 
a while after being taken to tho stable, 
before his food is given him. Do not 
rush tho animal cither upon tho road 
or at work when tho weather is very 
hot. 
Remember tho old saying, when 


driving, that the horso goes afoot. 
A 


little judgment and a little humanity 
will savo°the horse from injury, and 
will bo the moans of getting tho best of 
service out of him, Havo the stables 
well ventilated and airy, even if the 
horse is not in them longer than is 
sufficient for him to feed. 
Keep tho 


stables aud surroundings cleanly. This 
ought to be the rule at all times of the 
year, but especially in the summer 
when filth is much more detrimental to 
health than in cold weather. Feed as 
little corn as possible. Corn heats the 
blood, and much of it is not a suitable 
food for the horso at any time. Lot 
the water always bo pure and in a clean 
trough or pail. The horso is very fas- 
tidious about water. 
Anything as 


cheap as water ought to be supplied 
fresh, clean and pun*. — H'eitcrn liural.
